prepared, without charge a profile 
and plan for park beautification 
th at will transform the old railroad 
parks into scenic spots th at will ex­ 
cite the envy and wonder of the 
people of neighboring towns. 
First Bay ( hecks Arrive 
The first pay checks to be receiv­ 
ed by the local workers arrived by 
mail in Arlington Heights Tues­ 
day. 
They totaled nearly a thous­ 
and dollars and a large p a rt of 
th a t amount was soon being hand­ 
led by local business men 
in ex­ 
change tor accounts ami 
current 
bills. 
A num ber of stories reach­ 
ing the Herald office tell 
of the 
honesty of the workers. 
In two in­ 
stances, coming to the 
notice of 
this paper, workmen who have been 
unemployed for months, endeavor­ 
ed to make their small checks 01 
$14 stretch far enough to pay old 
store bills. 
It seems so good for 
some of these people to 
receive 
real cash that they appear to take 
real pleasure in making payments 
on debts. 
I). H. Petty, 
project 
engineer, 
representing the government, when 
in 
Arlington 
Heights 
Tuesday, 
praised the local bodies for the co­ 
operation they are showing in the 
work. 
He said, “the 
Arlington 
Heights park board, village 
and 
school arc receiving many worth 
while projects* benefiting both the 
community and the 
people them ­ 
selves. 
I am at a loss to 
under­ 
stand the attitude that 
is being 
taken by some of the neighboring 
towns. 
Perhaps it is because of a 
mistaken idea relative to the costs 
of such work. The need is so great, 
I can see no reason why any m u­ 
nicipality or township should not 
be glad to cooperate in the plan.” 
40 Tons of Stone Coming 
P a rt of the landscaping plan for 
the central park in Sargent Square 
calls for terracing from 
a stone 
wall that is to line the driveway. 
Forty tons of stone are 
now in 
tra n sit for th at wall which will be 
adorned with pilaster columns. New 
walks are to be laid out and large 
trees planted. 
The present p a rk ­ 
ing space east of Evergreen street 
is going to be transform ed into 
a real mark by means of several 
hundred yards of dirt. 
700 Trees Now in Place 
The work of the park board ex­ 
tends to all parts of 
the village. 
Seven hundred and one elm trees 
had been planted before the arrival 
of the zero weather. 
A thousand 
more such trees 
are 
ready for 
planting. A rrangem ents have been 
made for the moving to the south 
side school grounds of four of the 
oldest Molin elm trees in Arling­ 
ton Heights from the parkway of 
the old school on State road, which 
is to be widened.

DuPage Authorities 
Show How Bandits 
Should be Handled 


Ralph L. Peck, former president 
of the First National Bank of Pal­ 
atine. must serve a sentence of 18 
months in federal prison and pay 
a fine of $2,000 as a result of the 
United States Supreme court’s ac­ 
tion last Monday in refusing to re­ 
view the case. Peck was convicted 
on charges of embezzelment in the 
Chicago Federal district court in 
March, 1932, and sentenced 
by 
Judge John P. Barnes. 
Evidence at the trial showed that 
Peck collected interest and princi­ 
pal on loans made by the bank he 
headed and converted the money to 
his own uses. 
His 
defense was 
that the banik owed him the sums 
he took. 
In appealing the case he charged 
that he had put much of Iris own 
funds into the bank 
in order to 
help it maintain its required daily 
balances 
and 
reserves, 
against 
which the bank frequently charged 
its excess mortgages to be repur­ 
chased as conditions warranted. 
He claimed that his indictment 
grew out of such 
a transaction, 
and that he should have been al­ 
lowed to put in evidence to show 
the situation. He also attacked the 
validity of the indictment against 
him. 
Mr. Peck is a graduate of the 
University of Chicago, and has for 
many years a practicing 
attorney 
in the city. 
He was for 
a long 
time Palatine village attorney, and 
was associated with the First Na­ 
tional bank cf Palatine 
from its 
founding until a few months before 
it was closed by the national bank 
examiner in January, 1932.
